Subject.—Scheme for exports under OGL. 3 of garments and knitwears made 
from cotton, wool and man-made fibres to Ireland. 

File No. 2/ltf/82-EI.— Following consultations between India end the Euro¬ 
pean Economic Community in January, 1982, in terms of Article 6 of the 
Indo-EEC Textile Agreement, exports of products falling under Category 17 
(Men’s and Boy’s woven jackets and blazers) have been brought under quantita¬ 
tive restraints for 1982, The exports of these products to Ireland will be regu¬ 
lated in the following manner in partial modification of Public Notice No, 
61-ETC(PN)/81 dated the 10th August, 1981, as amended from time to time:— 

(i) There shall be only two systems of allotment viz. FCFS—Firm Con¬ 

tract Reservation and FCFS—Ready goods (Small orders), 

(ii) The available quota shall be allocable between FCFS— Firm Con¬ 

tract Reservation and FCFS—Ready goods (small orders) in the 
ratio of 55 ; 45. 

2. Other provisions of Public Notice No, 61-ETC<PN)/81, dated the 10th 
August, 1981, shall apply mutatis mutandis.
